fourne. Alſo tycſe myInes that be ſet and go ow 
ſmale waters, may go androne wyth a gogyn of

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vꝛon vpon bulder ſtones, oꝛ vpon bꝛaſſe as aber 
doth, foz nd ＋ moſt ſyghteſt. But theſe mik⸗ 
nes that go vpon theſe great riuers, that be hꝛode 
heay,and weyghty, muſt nedes haue two greate 
thycke hoppes of yꝛon foure pncheſſe bzode, and 
an ynche thycke, and eyght oꝛ nyne yriches bitwes 
ne the ſydes, ſet on bothe endes of the chafte, fox p 
gogyn of pzon wyll nat beare them and ſpetpallpe 
the fullynge mylne.
